rows of quarters of beef, with forty 
quarters In each row. In each 
piece 


of beef were skewers placed at various 
angles, straight 
up,

crossed and in very conceivable com- 
bination.

"I know by these skewers who each 


piece belongs to," said the salesman. 
"Byery beef house salesman has his 
own signs.

"This method of marking the meat 


serves several purposes In addition to 
that at saving time. A salesman from 
another house could not come in here

One of the smallest lighthouses in 


the country and a fixed bell warning 
station mark the entrance to Newport 
harbor at Castle hill on the estate of 
Professor Alexander Agassiz of Cam- 
briclso and Newport. 


The frequent heavy fogs in that lo- 


cality led one of the steamboat com- 
panies to place the bell there some 
yc-ars ago to warn vessels o£ danger, 
when close to the rocky point. It can 
b(i heard for a considerable distance. 
In the little house close by quarters 
huve been fitted up for Thomas Mart- 
land, who is always on hand to ring 
tho bell when the fog Is shutting out 
the view oE the land. 


This station is sometimes referred to 


as -the lighthouse department of the 
Fall River line. 


About half a mile south is Castle 


hill light, which the 
United 
States 


lighthouse boards has provided for guid- 
ing mariners past the dangerous point. 


The lighthouse is one of the smallest 


on the New' England coast, and is In 
charge of Frank Parmley, who, though 
located on the mainland, is sometimes 
forced to remain for days at the place 
to keep the fog whistle going.

fessor Alexander Agassiz, who is per- 
forming daily a service to the govern- 
ment in allowing" it to stand there.

lld surroundings, In one small room 
with her four-year-old adopted boy, 
Mrs. Mollle Morrell, wife of-the late 
Professor Jlorrell, is In poverty and 
want. 
The 
old 
colonial 
mansion, 


with, a wide sweep of lawn and orchard 
at the foot of Fclger street, on. the bay 
shore, serves only as a memoir of a 
life of affluence and luxury of former 
days. 
The house lies In abject ruin 


and neglect. 


Last night Mrs. Morrell was arrest- 


ed for begging. 
The old lady was 


brought before the Chief of Police, and 
with a proud spirit, that used to be 
hers In the past, told a pitiful story. 


Professor Morrell, who died four 


years ago, after'a sharp financial re- 
verse, left her and the seven-months- 
old adopted child in poverty. 
She 


started a manicuring parlor and by 
economical living- was able to eke out a 
humble existence for herself and child. 


'It was not long after the death of 


my husband," she said, "until I re- 
ceived a divine Inspiration through the 
spirit of Mr. Morrell. 
In this visita- 


tion he assured me that ho would -take 
care o£ his dear ones and that some 
day a great ohan.se would coma and 
that I and the boy would be trans- 
formed Into other beings, and a life 
of joy and pleasure would be ours. 
Until he sees fit to bring about that 
miracle we will patiently wait and ex- 
pect such assistance as we can solicit 
from our neighbors." 


No biography nec3s be given o£ the 


late Professor Morrell. He was known 
to all Berkeley by his intellectual at- 
tainments, as he was educated at the 
Sor Bonne University In Paris, one of 
the greatest schools on the continent. 
Professor Morrell was at the head of 
the Alliance Francals Society in San 
Francisco. He was retained as tutor 
of French, Latin and Greek, by some 
of the most wealthy citizens o£ the 
community. 
In his young days he 


was a Grand Opera star.

VETO IN FULL. 


The veto says: 
"I return herewith to your honor- 
able body,- without my approval, an 
ordinance passed March 21, 1907, en- 
titled, 'An ordinance prohibiting coast- 
ing on hillside, over and across public 
sidewalks and crossings of any street 
In the city of Oakland." 
"Aside from the manner or form in 


which tills ordinance is drawn—the 
word 'hillside' being an indefinite term, 
capable of as many interpretations as 
there might be persons called upon to 
interpret It, and its somewhat doubt- 
ful conjunction with the words 'over 
and across . public sidewalks'—neither 
•the manner of obtaining the results 
sought nor the objects desired to be 
secured by the enforcement of the or- 
dinance appeal to me. 
"As a matter of general principle I 
do not believe in passing penal ordi- 
nances to restrict the liberty of our 
very young children, thereby subject- 
ins them to arrest, when they have 
neither the discretion nor intelligence 
to fully comprehend what will result 
if they violate the law. 1 am sure that 
no mother 'or father would thank us 
for passing an ordinance that would 
result in the arrest of their child in 
case it should be caught running a 
coaster-wagon down a slightly inclin- 
ed sidewalk—yet ttiat is the evident 
object of this ordinance. 
"On the contrary I believe'that-we 


should lend every aid to the 
young 
children of our city in their efforts to 
participate in healthful exercises, and 
that we~ should not so curtail 
their 
freedom as to keep them in constant 
awe lest in the pursuit of their youth- 
ful pleasures they will violate 
some 
penal law of the city. 
"Through the police department we 
can caution those children who maybe 
inclined to be a little reckless in this 
particular pastime, and I am 
confi- 
dent that even better results can be 
obtained in a much more 
pleasant 
manner, than by the strict enforce- 
ment of the ordinance which I return 
herewith without my signature."

HABEAS CORPUS. 


Regarding the granting of his po- 
tition by the Supreme Court yester- 
day for an alternative writ of habeas 
corpus, which will enable htm at the 
hearing before that tribunal, tomor-. 
row, to make a showing as to why he 
should be discharged from the cus- 
tody of the elisor and admitted to 
ball, 
Ruof said to THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent that he had not been 
greatly afected by the action of the 
court in question. 
Indeed, It was 


something which he had expected, al- 
though he was free to admit that he 
had not given the matter very much 
consideration. 
The hearing of tho 
case on the return of the writ to- 
morrow, he said, would 
necessitate 
still another continuance of the case 
now on trial before Judge Dunne, be- 
cause, he 
facetiously remarked, it 


•would not be possible for him to l>a 
In two different courts, in 
different 
parts of the city, at the same mo- 
ment. 
He could 
not Imagine, he 
said, how long it would take to make 
his showing in response to the writ of 
the Supreme Court, but there was no 
doubt that the matter would be giv- 
en as full attention by his attorneys 
as the Supremo Court would permit, 


THE PROSECUTION. 


District Attorney Langdon said that 
the State would be represented in the 
habeas coi-pus proceedings by Attor- 
ney Hiram Johnson, who is conduct- 
ing the prosecution of Ruef on the 
charge of extortion, as also by Assist- 
ant 
District Attorne 
Heney. Mr. 
Langdon said the hearing would not 
require much time on the part of the 
State and he had no doubt that the 
State would be successful. 
Henry Ach, of Rucfs counsel, who 
was sick yesterday, 
seemed 
some- 
what improved In appearance today, 
but he did not look to be a well man 
by any means. 
Frederick H. Coon of 2095 Bush 
street was the first talesman examin- 
ed as to his fitness to serve on the 
jury. 
In response to questions pro- 


pounded by Attorney Johnson for the 
prosecution, he said he was a sales- 
man in the employ of Baker & Ham- 
ilton, that he had no relative In the 
employ of the municipality, he had 
no Intimacy with any employe of the 
city, was not acquainted with the 
counsel for the defense. 
He had no 
feeling of bias against the defendant 
and he knew of no reason why he 
could not give Ruef a fair and impar- 
tial trial. 


ASSESSMENT ROIjIyS. 


When under examination by Attor- 


ney Ach for 
the 
defense, witness 


stated that he did not think his name 


' was on the assessment roll last year. 
He had owned some property but 
had disposed of it In 1905. He had 
since bought and paid for property 
but the deed to the same had not 
passed to him. 
Ach challenged Coon for not being 


on the assessment roll for last year. 


Attorney Johnson denied the chal- 
lenge. He said he had a 
transcript 


which showed that Coon was on the 
assessment roll. He wanted the rolls 
brought in as evidence and until that 
should bo done he would deny the 
challenge. 
Ach said the talesman h-ad admit- 
ted that he was not on the assessment 
roll and It would be only a loss of 
time to bring the rolls to court. 
Judge Dunne said that the District 
Attorney a few days ago had produc- 
ed the rolls and 
proved something 
contrary to tho statement of a cou- 
ple of ebo talesmen. 
If tho District 
Attorney insisted on 
producing the 
rolls he would pass temporarily on 
the granting the 
challenge 
of the 
talesman by the defense. 
The next talesman was James Otis 
of 2231 Broadway, who Is_in the com- 
mistson business. He Was examined 
by District Attorney Langdon, and the 
questions propounded to the talesman 
;were practically the same as those 
'asked by Johnson which brought out 
the answers above credited to Tales- 
man Coon, 
In questions propounded by Ach, 
Otis stated thnt he had a slight ac- 
quaintance with James D. Phelan, but

This -jommlttoe 
would also have; the choosing of the 
trustee to take the place of Jenkins, 
who can hardly be considered as in 
tho running. 


The. candidates of the Jenkins fac- 


tion to .succeed Brinckerhoff and Col- 
lins are Charles N. Walter and John 
T, Bell.

LARGEST MASTODON 


EVER DISCOVERED 


What perhaps Is the largest masto- 
don 
ever 
uncovered 
completely in 
Alaska, was unearthed during the past 
six months at Circle City by Max L. 
Lohbrunner. 


The exact location of the mastodon 


Is on Alice Creek, a.tributary'of Min- 
eral Creek, which-flows Into Wood-' 
chopper Creek. To judge of the "other 
dimensions of the huge 
monster it 
must be only said that one "tusk of the 
mammoth which is still Intact, is more 
than nine feet eight inches long and 
has a circumference of eighteen in- 
ches. -The • jaws of the animal still 
have teeth, four in number. Bach of 
these teeth, which have been taken 
out and replaced, weigh, fifty pounds 
apiece. , The other parts of the animal 
are in 'a poor state of preservation 
compared with the tusk. Although the 
bones have not all been collected, they 
weigh 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 1000 
pounds. 


Lohbrunnerf who got the bones, dug. 


them out at a depth of eight feet below 
the surface of the ground. 


"Alice Creek, where I found 
this 


mastodon," said Lohbrunner, "Is one 
of the most wonderful on earth, from 
a standpoint of research. 
It seems to 


be the boneyard that a while lot of 
prehistoric animals made in order to 
die, or to be killed.. -'We have "found on 
the creek the skeletons of mastadons, 
musk-ox, caribou, bear and other ani- 
mals. If this creek ever goes into a 
hydraulic 
mining 
proposition, the 


world will be astonished 
with 
the 
many finds of bones of animals In pre- 
historic times."—Vancouver Province.
